Expenditure. 


HONG KONG'S FINANCES 
DURING 1932 

A satisfactory position is roveal- 
ed in the Colony’s finances for 
1932, revenue having exceeded ex- 
penditure by $1,499,432.77, 

The actual revenue of the Hong 
Kong Government, for the year 
1932, fell short of the estimated 
amount by $441,793.71, and to- 
talled $33,549,716.29. This, how- 
ever, is an increase of $402,992.56 
on the revenue of $33,146,723.73 
for the preceding ycar. 

The total expenditure was $32,- 
050,283.52, which was an increase 
of $889,609.62 over the expenditure 
of $31,160,774.00 for the proceding 
year. Tho amount expended for 
the venr 1932 fell short of the es- 
timated expenditure in the amount 
of $2,931,377.48, 

The chief source of revenue ‘as 
from the Issue of licences and In- 
ternal revenue, which amounted to 
$16.508,769.86. That obtained from 
the Kowloon-Canton Rallway 
amounted to $1,295,789.20, an in- 
crease of $200,690.43 over the pre- 
ceding year. Revenue frem duties 
was $6,697,852.02, 

The largest ftem of expenditure, 
excluding the military contribution 
of $6,569,219.47, was that incurred 
by the Police Force which amount- 
ed to &2,620,708.37. 

This, however, was Jesa than the 
eatimated expenditure of $3,075,- 
359 and o decrease of $247,452.94 
on the expenditure for the previous 
year. 7 

The amount expended by the 
Public Works Department was $2,- 
116,882.14, a decrease of $189,796. 
34 on the previous year. 

Total Anscts at 31st. December 
1932 amounted to $21,709,850.36 an 
excess of $12,857,062.24 over the 
Liabilities.

Bridge in not an exact mathema- 
tleal acience, and the player who 
nees in Bridge only an application 
of the Inw of mathematics applied 
to honour-tricks and dlatributional 
tricka minses the very apirit of tho 
game. Paychology—both the psy- 
chology—of your partner and 
tha — paychology of your = oyp- 
ponenta—is an important ele- 
ment in the bidding and play of 
hands at the Contract table, Thus, 
in certain atages of the bidding, 
ngainst one type of plnyer a cer- 
tain daring — bid would — bo 
extremely — poor tnetica,  becnurne 
that player is of the “killer” 
type, and = prefera — to double 
rather than to play the hand, while 
the same bid against another op- 
ponent would be oxtromely cffecr- 
live, becanze the opponent im this 
case prefers to attempt to make 
gnme or part-score at his own bid 
rather than to permit hin op- 
ponents to play the hand even at 
nh loss. 

Good Bridge playing is mathe- 
matics plus imagination plus psy- 
chology, The exact mixtures In 
any given rubber will diffor with 
the make-up of partner and = op- 
ponenta, The one safe rule to fol- 
low is: Never, under any circum- 
atances, become a wooden player 
or a wooden bidder, 

Precixe. bidding, which is mental 
play, ia usually rewarded with the

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Washington Supersedes Geneva, 


S we stated in these columns in our issue of March 19, national- 

ism is too dominant in Europe to allow any real progress to- 
wards Disarmament. We pointed out that the British Premier's 
visit to Rome was a_last despairing effort to save the Disarmament 
Conference from utter failure and thut his mission was unlikely to 
produce nny results that would assist the peace movements. Un- 
fortunately, the pessimistic predictions have been justified, and 
recent events have aroused grave anxiety. The perturbation felt 
over the European situation was revealed in Friday’s cables on the 
inereasing friction between France and Germany. The hostile re- 
ception in Berlin and Paris to the Four-Power Pact indicates its 
doom — unless it is so amended by compromise as,to be ineffec- 
tive. French nervousness over the German situation underlay the 
speech of M. Daladier, the French Premier, in the Chamber of De- 
puties on Thursday night, but more disturbing was the statement 
by M. Paul Boncour, Foreign Minister, who declared that “the Dis- 
armament Conference was meeting with opposition from the 
Italian-German bloc, which, if continued, would create war in 
Europe to-morrow.” The situation is fraught with danger, and if 
it were exnfined to Europe the outlook would be gloomy in the ex- 
treme. Conferences and League sessions have dragged on inter- 
minably and no real progress has been made. It is clear that no 
solution can be found at Geneva and the scene must be shifted. 
Fortunately, excellent prospect exists that the stage will be trans- 
ferred from Geneva to Washington, where international negotia- 
tions are much more likely to succeed. Intervention is essential, 
and, owing to her commanding position as ereditor nation,.the 
United States is clearly the nation best qualified to act. America 
possesses a bargaining power which enables her to influence -world 
policy, if not actually dictate the trend of international affairs, 
and if that power is employed wisely, the world (including the 
United States) will benefit. The most reassuring news for.a long 
while is of President Roosevelt's invitations to the Premiers of 
France, Germany, Japan and Italy to visit Washington. America, 
and the rest of the world, have suffered from the isolation policy 
adopted by the United States, and Mr. Roosevelt’s predecessors have 
retarded internntional progress by Yemaining aloof from 
world affairs.. The new President has shown that he realizes the 
necessity of international co-operation to effect world recovery, and 
is ready to contribute to the efforts to accomplish a return to nor- 
maak. It has been.-vividly brought home by the ceonomic depression 
that America — or any other nation — cannot isolate Herself from 
the rest of the, world and that disaster in one country is, sooner or 
later, reflected in all other countries, America may not only partici- 
pate, but may give the lead in international negotiations. President 
‘Roosevelt is to confer separately with the leaders of the Powers, and 
Mr. Ramsay MacDonald leaves England on April 15 for-the first 
meeting. The importance of these forthcoming conferences cannot 
be over-streased, and at them the essential groundwork can be pre- 
pared for the World Economic Conference, on the success or failure 
of which the fate of the world depends. All the pressing problems, 
‘War Debts, Reparations; Disarmament, Tariffa, Currency, etc., are 
inter-related and their solution would provide tho surest antflote 
to the rising tide of Nationalism which is threatening to disrupt 
Europe... Washington -is to be the new venue for international 
gatherings, and in the new atmosphere the world’s statesmen may

HE hurry and bustle of modern 
T life, make the observance of 
the Church Seasons which involve 
aveckdayns, more dificult than in the 
‘past. The things of the world are 
‘more with us, not In quiet succes- 
sion, but with carefully prepared 
thrills, by the daily press, and the 
innumerable distractions caused 
by frequent posts and engage- 
ments, 

It is harder to get freo from the 
purely secular, and we do not suc- 
coed to when we strive to Interpret 
everything as sacred, and say there 
fe no secular, For there are 
mountain peaks of real communion, 
as well nx the drudgery of life in 
the valleys. 

The week that commences to-day, 
fa one of tho peaks. In it we are 
brought face to face with the 
greatest week in .human_ history. 
The events of thia week turned the 
whole world upside dawn. On Fri- 
day the businesr of the Christian 
communities throughout the globe 
will cease, in memory of that day 
in Galilee when a Cross stood stark 
againeat an Eastern shy. 

We cannot neglect the call of 
Holy Week, without grave loss to 
our apiritunl lives. The greatest 
trouble in the world to-day is that 
people forget the fnct that they 
have souln as well as minds and 
bodics, and so only live two-thirds 

_of the life God Almighty meant 
them to live. This week reminds 
us that there fs somcthing else in 
Ife besides golf, bridge, racing 
and the pictures,—all food and 
right In their proper pince, but so 
often allowed to become the only 
things we can think of. 

Cannot we pause thls week in 
our full round of socinl activitics, 
and let our minds go back to the 
closing scenes of the grentest 
dranin ever played on the stage of 
the world’s long life? We shall 
not be the losers if wo do. 

The death of Christ wos no 
afterthought. It was predeter- 
mined from the first, and predeter- 
mined by Hfmsclf. The deeper we 
study the Gospels, tho decper is 
this conviction forced upon our 
-souls. His name forctold it. His 
baptism was a prelude to it. His 
teaching pointed to it. His will 
-was in perfect correspondence with 
the will of God, He had learned 
obedience through His 30 years of 
human Hfe, and He was ready to 
‘show it to the end.

But for the fnet tlint the pollee- 
man twas injured—happily not 
serlously——the night’a episodes pro- 
vided a story rich in funny Inci- 
dents. 

The night’s disturbance was 
caused by two native burglars who 
came out of the adventure best of 
everybody, for they got away— 
apparently without stealing any- 
thing. 

The occupier of the house, Mr. 
D. M. Grif_iths, Was away. To 
guard against burglary he arranged 
an automatic alarm signal which 
would ring a bell in Mr. 2.

Administration supporters smash- 
ed a mild revolt in the house on the 
part of the Iabour bloc, which had 
a substitute Bil in the form of an 
amendment written by Chairman 
P. Connery of the Labour Com- 
mittee, 

House -Wrangles. 

The House rejected this by a vote 
of 290 to 90. 

After being temporarily jammed 
in one of the worst ParHamentary 
tangles in years, the House finally 
wrote in an amendment authorlaing 
the President to divert approprin- 
tions from public works to refore- 
Atation, 

Congreaamnn Carroll L. Beedy of 
Maine led the.attack on this pro- 
posal, challenging the right of the 
Labour Committee to authorise such 
a move, 

A noley wrangle ensured, and 
Congressman Joseph W. Burns, De- 
mocratic floor Ieader, moved for a 
recess while he summoned the rules 
committes, which announced that 
the appropriation was in order, 
thus assuring tho financing of the 
project, 

-Changes Acceptable, * 

Thereafter the measure passed 
without o roll call and was sent 
back to the Sonate, making the 
second time it had cleared the 
House. 

The Senate ndopted the Bill earlier, 
fn the day after amending tho, 
original House draft, removing somo 
of the detalla which organised 
labour found objectionable and des- 
cribed as “conscription savoring of 
Hitlerism.” ; 

These included the provision for 
recruiting the “Civilian Conserva- 
tlon Corps” for a year's enlistment, 
and also details of compensation. 

However, the mensure atill gave 
Roosevelt. broad powers to develop 
the project as he desires.

Drought Drives Natives 
To Banditry.

The povwera of enduranco of the 
Kalahari Bushmen are traditional 
hut when Naturo sends a drought 
which drica up the water-holes, 
drives away the game and destroys 
the “veldRoa,” the three sources of 
auatonance, these hardy folk move 
enst across tha Rochuanaland bor- 
ond 
become a serious nuisance, 

Moving swiftly, they harass the 
farmers, driving off bunches of 
two and three hend of cattle, 
staughtering them, gorging them- 
selves,: and disappearing again 
long before thelr presence has 
been detected. 

The past year’s drought has 
brought a Jarge number of Bush- 
men acroas the border, and com- 
plaints from farmers to the east 
have been pouring in to Steinhau- 
sen and Gobnbis police posts. It is 
suspected, though proof is not 
forthcoming, that the majority of 
these cattle-slaughtering bands of 
Bushmen are directed by a certain 
chief named Semkau. 

Semkau {is alleged to have 
Instigated the nttack on the pollco 
force in 1924, when the magistrate 
at Gobabis, Captain van Ryneveld, 
was fatally shot by a pofsoned ar- 
row. The polico were never able 
kau, though they sent out a puni- 
to bring the crime home to Sem- 
tive expedition which engaged tho 
Bushmen and killed a large num- 
ber. 

Few white men have seen Sem- 
kau—for he always manages to 
evade the police patrols, and one 
of his henchmen stoically becomes 
the scapeyont, accepting any 
punishment that should rightly 
have gone to the chief. 

Theso cattle raida of recont 
months have affected the Steinhau- 
sen police more than any other 
post. No sooner do they return 
from ono patrol than a freah com- 
plaint awalts them, and they must 
needs set out on another dreary 
march of many days’ duration with 
little water over burning sands 
and shifting dunes in hot pursult 
of the elusive Bushmen. 

: 2,000 Mile Chase. 

During the past three months 
various patrols from this — police 
post have covered over 2,000 miles 
in various directions on ‘horseback, 
on camel and on foot, tracking and 
chasing bands of Bushmen. They 
have caught over 26, who have re- 
ceived sentences of alx months’ 
imprisonment. 

The need of the Bushmen for 
food must be singularly great, for 
they are becoming more daring 
than ever. In the past they have 
only directed their efforts ot stray 
cattle, To-day the presence of a 
herdboy or even herdboya does not 
frighten them. They intimidate 
the headsmen with tholr poisoned

From 26.7 per thousand of popu- 
lation {in 1930 it fell to 24.7 per 
thousand in 1931 and 23.6 in 1982, 

The death rate was 14.1, 14.7 und 
14.5 yespectively, according to 
newly-published figures. 

Marriages have alsa decreased 
from 303,214 In 1930 to 263,465 in 
1932. 

Despite the fall in the birth rate 
the population has shown a distinct 
increase owing to the virtual closing 
of the United States and other 
countrics to Italian emigration. 
Only 83,309 Italians cmigrated in

OTOR-CAR design, as apart 
‘from engine improvemenst 
has changed but little in the past 
ten, yenrs. But to-day there is 
abrond a new apirit, inspiring 
the future type of conch work 
and already the cars of o year 
ago are beginning to look out of 
date and unconscionnbly ugly. 

Stream-lined  conchwork is 
coming fast. That fact was em- 
phasised at the recent motor 
show in New York, Since then 
Berlin hus taken another step 
along the road. 

Stromlinienwagen, as_ the Ger- 
mana call the stream-lined cars, 
were in evidence everywhere. 

There was o six-seater May- 
back saloon body which had pride 
of place in the centre of the 
mreat hall. : 

The bonnet was shaped like 
the rounded end of o cigar; rear 
mud-wings wero merged into 
the coachwork; all the lamps 
were enclos¢d by the front wings. 

The design was obtained after 
experiments with a model in a 
wind tunnel. So effective is the 


. |design in reducing air resistance 


that the engine, a “twelve cylin- 
der,” can propel the car at 120 
m.p.h. 

Motor-car designers are only 
now just beginning to realfse 


“Ithat what really matters is effec- 


tive propulsion, not horse power. 
In other words it is clear that 
anything which reduces the ab- 
sorption of power has the same 
effect as the development of 
power from the engine. 

The T-square car with the 
perpendicular radiator and the 
perpendicular wind screen are 
already obsolete. 

Research into the problems of 
wind resistance probably began 
with the Golden Arrow. — Cer- 
tainly they. were continued with 
successive Blue Birds. Also air- 
ship designers have contributed 
to our knowledge. 

But there is a lot still to be 
learned. Designers have begun 


to “appreckite the benefits of re- 
ducing air resistance. So inr 
they ecem to have staved their 
minds after teaching something 
about pushing-away the wall of 
air through which we travel. 

Consequently the newest 
fashions go for blunt noses and 
tapering tails. But instead of 
pushing against the air wall — 
why not cut it with a knife-like 
edge? 

Desizn All Wrong. 

Anyway it ia certain now that 
the orthodox design of cars is 
entirely wrong. Germany too is 
paying serious attention to front 
wheel drive. Hitherto English 
makers have merely toyed With 
the idea. 

Front wheel drive will ultim- 
ately spell the disappearance of 
the present bonnet. 

“No doubt you recall those 
auxiliary motor wheels for at- 
tnching to bicycles,” wroto 
Laurence Cade recently. “Well, 
the ultimate car is going. to be 
something like that. I do not 
mean that we shall satieh an 
extra wheel, but that our power 
unite will be so smal) and com- 
pact that their housing will oc- 
cupy very little space. 

“They will actually be auxi- 
liaries. We shall buy cars and 
our engines will be in the nature 
of sphres. They will bo serviced. 
That is to say, in the unlikely 
event of breakdown, the motor- 
ist will merely have to unctip his 
engine and replace it with a spare 
one, just as to-day you unclip an 
accumulator from u wireless set 
and Use a spare. 

“Tt sounds rather ridiculous 
to talk about a seven-seater car 
with a seven horse-power engine, 
but that is very nearly possible 
to-day. . 
Logical Goal. 

“We shall have seven horse- 
power motor-coaches. Or, ‘rather, 
we shall have engines of 750 c.c. 
propelling coaches. They will, 
of course, develop much more 
than the nominal seven horse-

Al- 
ready these squarish cars — all 
straight lines, horizontal and 
perpendicular are beginning to 
look on the London streets more 
like old fashioned stage props.—
